— Hans and Lajoii- 
n«*ss«* fiiriiish(‘d oxfitfinent fur a big crowd of rac- 
ing enthusiasts l>y running a dead heat in the 
third race ttnlay after a sharp drive lasting almost 
the length of the stretcli. Lajenn»*sse was a 
slight favorite and ridilen by MeDaniel. Hans, on 
the strength of recent fast trials and Nutter's 
pr<‘seiice in the saddh*. also came in fur a g«K>tl 
sliare of supiiurt. Tin* pair trailed Needmure 
closely to the str»*tili turn, where both siinnlta- 
iieously made fust moves and. di>>pla« ing Needmure. 
ran like a team fur the reinaimler of the journey. 
The judges* award did not iue«*t with g«Mieral ap 
proval. many being of tlie «»pinion that Hans had 
won. Nor did the placing of Albert .Star in iliir.l 
place pleast' all. I’ol.ar Star s**eming to have gained 
that position to some. 

Racing conditions (ould lud have been imiu'oved 
and f<tr the first tim«» since the opening there was a 
fast track. Finishes in many of the races were 
close, iiiaking amends fer the p««»r hoi*ses comi»et- 
iug. Quadrille and Robin Ho(k1, the joint fav«)rites 
in the fourth, fought it <mt hard for five furlongs 
before the Mayberry candidate gave way. Quad- 
rille then came on to an easy victory. 

Edward (.'orrigan's l.orimer, a son of Cactus — 
Rose Tree II.. and Mtiuted at a g»KMl price, emerged 
from the maiden ranks by beating out fourtt*en 
t»‘her youngsters in the oiaming dash. Stoneman. 
favorite, was the runner-up and put up a goml 
performance. In the closing race Approbation again 
downed Flavigny, and. like his last victory over the 
Watkins filly, it v. as a fluky «uie. 

IVtpr Re«*ker. faveuvd by his light impost and 
suntuiiig no misiiaps, b-d all the way in the steeide- 
cliase ami won from Fete Vinegar. Dunning, after 
showing goml form f»»r a part of the trip, tired badly 
and t<w»k third ida«-e by accident, as W. K. Slade 
came to grief at the eighth jump ami Sam Hoff- 
heimer unseated his rider at the first hedge. Tele- 
scope showed by his win t«slay in the fifth that his 
last victory was not a tiuke. He also was favorite. 

AniiouncenKMit , was made today that everything 
Would Ik? in readiness for the oi>ening of the Fair 
C rounds next Monday. There was some trepida- 
tion felt as to the completion of the plant, on 
ac<*<uint of the setback the workmen experiem-ed 
Ihrougli the severe weather. It was also said that 
the Fair Grtuinds meeting will be con»luctod under 
Western .Jockey Club rule. Owners and trainers, 
however, who have a license fr«>m the American 
Turf .Vssociation. will not l*e re«iuired to take out 
Western J#<‘key Club licenses. Likewise licenses 
issued by the Wf^tern .lockey Club will.be g(K>d 
on tr;u-ks under the control of the American Turf 
Association. 

Many horsemen who have raced on the half-mile 
tracks are taking advantage of the bigger tracks’ 
proffer to give them consideration wlum applying 
for licenses and have forsaken the smaller trucks.

C«M)k. Silver Stis king and Nagazam. The winner 
is alnmd.v ji horse of renown here, credited by the 
native sons with jK>sse.ssing incredible speed. His 
victory was greeted with tumultuous applatise by the 
big throng oi spectators lueseut. notwithstanding 
that the uia.jority of these patriotic turf devotees 
had backed Medick at short o<lds to beat him. 
There was renewed cheering when the <»tiicial time 
was exhibited, wliich |»riM-laimetl Jack Nuunally 
a sprinting champion. It was the cmiseiistis of ex 
pert opinion that Meelick. in iM'ing asked to i'«*ucede 
the winner of the Opeidiig Handicap a year and 
three pounds, or fifteen |K>umls weight for .age, was 
assaying a task iK'.vond his pow<‘r.

CONCERNING PROFESSIONAL TIPSTERS 

.\t New Orle.aiis a f» w days ago United States 
IMsirief .lodge Saunders, in cliarging the fialeral , 
grand jury, deiiouneed professional tipsters claims 
ill advertising and .said in sulistauee » tliat if these 
tipsters wen* aide, as lliey elaim<*4l, to "give inside 
iiiforiii:it ion” as to I lie resnils of raeing, it was 
direct evidenei* lliat tlie racing eoiild not lie honest’ , 
and Ilia I if Hie race tracks were not tlieuiselves 
liiipliealed in these framls, they would not iierinit 
the puliiieat lull of Hie advert iseiiieiits. 

His arguments were Iiased apparently on the 1 m*- 
lief Hiat Hie race track managers could cause the 
e.Mlusiou of sueli advertist'iueuts from the m*ws- 
pHpers, wiiii'li pulilisli tlieiii, should tliey see fit. If 
tlie.s«* tilings could lie shown to be true, lie sabl. 
Hie grand jury <ould indict tlie race lr;u*k owners 
for eoiidiieting a scheme to se<*urc money by fraud, 
and eoiilil evclude the pulilicatioiis referred to from 
tlie mails. 

It may be said tliat in general tlie advertising 
tipsier is a iiiiisuiice and liis extravagant claims are 
dishonest and untrue. lint there are exceptions. 
Some men imbued wiih honest lielief in tlie eor - 
I eel ness of a system of liandieappiiig to which they 
are devoted, advertise and place their eooclusioiis 
al the serviei* of tlieir patrons without the sus- 
pieioii of fraud. Some others, a few, have con- 
federates at tlie track e.\perienci*d iu watehiug and 
liming liorse.s in Hieir work and from what they 
see Hiere form fairly accurate deductions as to .the 
eoiidition and sp«*ed of horses likely to run so<in. 
’riicM.. wlieii used iu tin* interests anil for the 
in forma I ion of their customers, are legitimate aud 
ill a liHise use of language may l>e called "inside 
inroniiation.” 

.\s to the irre.spiinsihles, the coufidence men and 
crooks wlio advertise in such terms as to lead a 
learned judge, Hiat is. learned in the law but not 
in Hie froth of the race track, to conclude such 
per.sons have advance knowledge of how races will 
terminate, it is sufficient to say that they are liars 
and thieves in all ways and improperly out of prison. 
'I'he suggestion Hiat race track managers are in 
some fashion responsible for such carrion and able 
to control or in any way prevent their advertising, 
is basi-d on misunderstanding. A swift kick aud 
a tos.s over the fence is the mildest track authori- 
ties would administer to such birds of night. 

Dail.v Racing Form allows some fKTSons whom 
it believes to l)e honest in their professions ami 
dealings, to advertise in its columns, hut only under 
strict rules which will be made stricter. No claim 
of ‘‘inside informalion” will hereafter lie allow’ed 
to he printed without evidence of Its reasonable- 
nes.s .and accuraty in advance. No one versed iu the 
ways of the track can doubt that a clear-headed 
and experienc<*d observer can legitimately gather 
Information of real value to persons not on the 
ground at Oakland or New’ Orleans, It must bt' 
absolutely of this character to gaiu admission. No 
delusive jargon or word Juggling hinting something 
not proha lile will lie accepted. 

CONFORMATION OF THE RACE HORSE. 

Points Deemed Essential by Good Judges 
and Exceptions to All Rules. 

New Orleans. La., Decenibi*r 2. — How should a 
race Imrse he built to carry weight and run fast 
and far’/ Probaldy not one man in a thousand 
wlio follows Hie races could give yon any reasou- 
aldy correct answer to the question, while hardly 
one trainer in ten i-ould describe the [mints iu a 
horsi* that go to make up ruiming quality. “They 



run in all shapes and sizes” is a tnrf axiom as 
ancient as the hills. True; but they run in some 
shafies and sizes inueli Imttcr tiuin they ilo in 
others. 

Early lKH»ks on Hic tliorouglihrcd devote much 
space to scientific descriptions of the perfect horse, 
'rhey tell exactly wliat his cannon bones, fetlocks, 
hocks, stifles, jowl, brisket, etc., should be. But 
when you get through with it all you know less 
than you did when you began. 

During an experience of twenty-five years In 
writing about racing and breeding, the writer has 
lMH*n tlirown iu contact with pretty nearly all tlie 
liest breeders and trainers In the country. When 
he l>egan in the business it was with an interroga- 
tion point. He wanted to know. A summary of 
the attributes of a good horse, compiled from tliese 
various sources of practical knowledge, may there- 
fore not be uninteresting. 

The writer recalls that several years ago w'hile 
in I.exIngton looking over the Blue Grass breeding 
farms, he asked an experienced breeder w’hat he 
eousidered the most essential thing about a goo<l 
horse. “Well,” said he, “that is a puzzling ques- 
tion, but if you put it that way, I should say 
that as with a man. the most important thing is 
the head. Given a good, intelligent, game head, 
then you can build the IkhIv behind it.” Some 
iriiHi there may he in that. 

Briefly, a race horse should liave a goml head. 
He should lie wide between the eyes, iudioatiug iu- 
lelligenee. He should liave a .strong jaw, indicating 
ganieness. Tlie wide liead aud the strong jaw 
give lilni a wlile tlirottle and ample hreathing [lower. 
He sliiiiild 1 h* deep tlirongh the Klmnlder, showing 
gn*at lung oapaclt.v anil sta.ving ability. Ho should 
lie llilu in the flanks so that the stifles may have 
free play. He should he well ronsclod up over Hie 
loins giving him both driving power and weight 
carrying ability. He may l»e either round muscled 
or long muscled, the best judges, however, pre- 
ferring long muscled horses. He should be narrow’ 
in the fork, that is narrow in the breast, to in- 
sure good action, lie should stand not too straight 
on his ankles, as a straight ankled horse can he 
depended upon to break down quickly. He should 
have good clean, open feet. Take a horse put up 
so, then he may lie kmx*k-kneed, cow-hocked, or have 
other deformities, hut he w’ill run. 

Harking back to the theory Hiat “they run in all 
shaiws aud sizes.” the iiK>st notable example the 
w’riter recalls of a badly built horse being a really 
good horse was Rel del Car»*des, which was 
liicd and raced in the east by “Lucky” Baldwin 
some years ago and then sold to Richard Crokcr 
and taken to England, wlierc he won many races. 
Rey del Garedes was a chunky, lieavily hiiilt 
lieavll.v muscled liorse. He was ahnormall.v wide 
in tlie fork and, as a consequence of this, he was 
a “cllinher.” .Most of his action w’as thus wasted. 
.After winning a valualde liaiidicap at Morris Dark, 
a geuHeman oliserved: “All, there’s a race imrse 
for yon.” “Yes,” said Eugene liCigh, who was 
one of the party, “he’s a race liorse, hut he wins 
liy main strength and awkwardness.” 

Wlieu reiwrting races iu New York, the writer 
on one occasion, as was ills custom, called at Hie 
office of Mr. Voshurgh. the official hamlieapiier for 
Hie JiK-kcy Club, iu quest of news. The walls of 
.Mr. Vosburgh’s office were adorned witli the por- 
traits of a nmnlier of famous race horses. Among 
these a painting of StiM-kwell impres.sed him. 'fhe 
Iiainting sliowed Stockwell to he a lilg, massive 
iKU’se, put up on the lines of a liackney. lie re- 
marked on the size aud power of the horse, wlien 
.Mr. Voshurgh, than whom there ace few lietter 
judges of the thoroughbred in the country, turning 
in his chair, said: “That’s the way with you 

newsiiaper [M*ople. You think that because a liorse 
looks big and powerful, he must be a giuHl race 
horse. It is not what a horse has on the outside 
of him that makes him run. It is what he lias 
inside of him. Hie neivons energy.” 

“A lean dog for a long hunt.” Owners, trainers, 
lireeders and well informed turfmen generally liave 
Hieir own particular ideas as to preferences in types 
of horses. For the writer, he would like to have 
a imrse of medium size and medium length, a hit 
tliin and lean — he might even he serawuy, so that 
yon eould haug your liat on his corners, as you 
eoiihl do with old Raeeland. Tlien, if he had the 
IMiints as deseribed, tlie writer would feel that lie 
had a giMKl campaigner and [lossihly a first class 
race horse. S. B. Weems.
